A RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF
SAN DIEGO ACCEPTING AND ALLOCATING FEDERAL
EMERGENCY RENTAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM FUNDS
FOR THE COVID-19 HOUSING STABILITY ASSISTANCE
PROGRAM (HSAP).

WHEREAS, on February 22, 2021, the Council of the City of San Diego (City Council)
pursuant to San Diego Resolution R-313439, and the Housing Authority of the City of San Diego
(Housing Authority) pursuant to Housing Authority Resolution HA-1900, authorized the City’s
COVID-19 Housing Stability Assistance Program (HSAP), which provides rental assistance or
utility assistance, or both, to low income households experiencing financial hardship due to the

ongoing COVID-19 pandemic; and

WHEREAS, the City has received multiple rounds of federal rental assistance program
funds for HSAP directly from the U.S. Department of Treasury (Treasury) and allocated by the
State of California (State) as a result of the federal Coronavirus Response and Relief
Supplemental Appropriations Act of 2021 (Public Law 116-260) (CRRSAA), passed in

December 2020 and the federal American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA), passed in March 2021 ; and

WHEREAS, most recently, the Treasury allocated an additional $8,308,615 in federal

emergency rental assistance program (ERAT) funds to the City; and

WHEREAS, the additional ERA1 funds will enable HSAP to provide assistance to more

qualifying households in the City; NOW THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Council of the City of San Diego, that the Chief Financial

Officer is authorized to accept, appropriate and expend a total amount not to exceed $8,308,615
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in ERA1 funds allocated by the Treasury, contingent upon the funds being secured, and transfer

$8,308,615 to the Housing Commission for HSAP.
